| Workers employed on 4 piece- 
York basis miust be paid wages for 
em pay period high enough so 
eir average hourly earnings 
are not less than the prescribed 
hourly. rates. Most unskilled field 
work is performed on a task or 
piece work basis and such workers 
generally earn substantially more 
fhen the minimum hourly rates. 
. Skilled workers have usually been 
paid by.the hour at rates in excess 
of those established by the determ- 
inations. 

Payment of "wages not less than 
those set by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture is a requirement that-pro- 
ducers must meet to qualify: for 
payments under the Sugar Act of 
1948,.as amended.

Screw Worm Case 
Found In Sebring 


SEBRING- Discovery of the first 
positive case of screwworm in Flor- 
ida In the past four months was re- 
ported by directors óf the State 

‘Federal Screwworm Eradication 
Program. 

Screwworm larvae were removed 
on June 17 from à dehorn wound on 
a heifer at a ranch near Lake 
Placid in Highlands County. “This 

' discovery emphasizes again the ur- 
gent need for livestock owners to 
. maintain a close watch for any su- 
voa Spicious cases that might be screw- 
worm," said Dr. C. L. Campbell, 
state veterinarian and secretary of 
Florida Livestock Board which ad- 
ministers Florida's part in the joint 
eradication. project. 

“We had been sailing along for 
More than 16 weeks without a single 
confirmed case of screwworm in 
Fiorida or the entire Southeast—not 
since February 19,” he added. 

“Now this new case pops up to

Stock owners right along: 'You 
can't sit back and forget the screw- 
worm—not yet.' ”
